Unidentiied Man. 
Is Killed When

No clues that would lead to the 
identification of the usknown man 
crushed to death beneath the wheels 
of a Southern Pacific train near 
Oleum early yesterday morning, 
have yet been unearthed by the of- 
fice of Coroner Charles F. Donnelly, 
who is conducting the investigation. 

The man, who was about 46 years 
ef age, had apparently been walk- 
ing along the track when struck by 
an Ohbkland bound train. The body 
was carried over 100 feet and ground 
beyond recognition. _ It was discov- 
ered by the crew of a passing train 
and later removed to the Wilson and 
Kratzer parlors here. 

No papers of any sort were 
found in the clothing, ‘which how- 
ever, bore four different names.
